Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled Wife is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports the exploitation 
of young persons for sexual purposes and the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. 

The publication involves two episodes of an anime series explicitly depicting sexual 
relationships involving two young persons, a male and female character. The male 
character is also shown engaging in sexual activity with two adult women. Both 
characters are presented in clothing that a New Zealand audience would constme to be 
high school uniforms and the young female behaves and has the mannerisms of a teenager. 
Collectively they look like high school students in a high school setting. The effect of this, 
especially when combined with the publications presentation of animated explicit sex, is to 
encourage viewers to regard young persons in the feature (and, by extension, young 
persons in general) as adults and therefore acceptable sexual partners for real adults. The 
publication therefore promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. 

The publication also promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. It shows a woman urinating juxtaposed with explicit animated sex. The use of 
urine is presented in a manner which is designed to be sexually titillating to the viewer. The 
publication therefore validates this conduct as being arousing and part of normal sexual 
activity. Consequently the publication promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the Bill of Rights on the application 
of the classification criteria. The classification interferes with the freedom of expression, 
but this is an outcome that is a reasonable limitation and consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications that tend to promote or support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes and which promote and support the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct are deemed to be objectionable. 
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
